Washington, August 29.—(/)—To- 
tal expenditures for all purposes by 
the state of North Carolina during the 
fisca] year, ending June 30, 1924, 
amounted to $51,933,498, while total 
revenue receipts amounted to $21,202.- 
330, it is shown in a summary of 
financial statistics for that state made 
public by the department of commerce. 

The total expenditures include all 
payments for the year whether made 
from eurrent revenues of from the 
proceeds. of bond: issues. Of the gov- 
ernmental costs, $30,346,678 was for 
highways, $4,122,126 of this amount 
heing for maintenance and $26,224, 
nD2 -for construction. 

The total revenue receipts of the 
state for 1924 were $21,202,335, or 
$7:80 per capita. This was $1,938,- 


hae eent of the total revenue for 1924. 
The increase in the amount of prop- 
erty and special taxes collected was 
73.6 per cent from 1917 to 1923, anil

Continued concrete evidence of sen- 
sational gains in business made by 
Atlanta and the entire state of Geor- 
gin was afforded Saturday in Brad- 
street’s bank clearings for the week 
ending August 27 and in the monthly 
review of the Federal Reserve Banke” 
of Atlanta.

For the week ending August 27, 
Atlanta showed the greatest percen- 
tage gain in bank clearings over the - 
curresponding period last year in the 
l'nited.

The volume of sales by retail stores 
in Atlanta during the month of July 
showed a gain over the same month 
lest year of 14.7. per cent, an increase 
greater than any other city in the 
sixth federal reserve district, with the 
lone exception of Savannah. The ay 
crage gain in the district as a whole 
was only 6.7 per cent. 

Wholesale hafdware concerns in Ate 
launta showed a sales increase of 13.3 
per cent.

Teachers in city schools have been 
instructed to meet at their respective 
schools at 9 o'clock Tuesday morning 
to discuss plans for the year’s work 
it was announced Saturday at the city 
department of education. At noon 
Tuesday teachers in white schools will 


hold a meeting at Wesley Memorial 
chureh. This meeting originally was 
scheduled for the Baptist Tabernacle. 

M. E. Coleman, director of census 
and attendance, stated Saturday that 
registration has been carried out at 
about the same rate as last year. He 
soid there would be crowded condi- 
tions in some schools and that indi- 
cations point to a larger attendance 
than last vear, which was approxi- 
roantely 40,000. 

Schools of the city, including the 
junior and senior high schools and 
elementary schools, will be opened at 
8 o'clock Tuesday, September 8. VTar- 
ents whose children were not in At- 
lanta schools last year or whose chil- 
dren did not remain in school until 
the close of the year are required to 
obtain tickets for these children on 
the fourth floor of the city hall. 
They are required to bring certificates 
showing the children have been yac- 
cinated. 

Examinations 


for entrance to 
junior and senior high schools and 
elementary schoois will be held 
Wednesday, September 2. Those 
qualified to stand these examinations 
are required to stand them at the 
school they last attended. 

Under the law, atl children between 
8 and 15 years old are required to 
attend school.

COLLECTION PLAN 


An explanation ot the manner in 
which the state of Gedfgia will re- 
ceive inheritance taxes from estates 
in Georgia, under the provisions of the 
act of the recent legislature repealing 
the old inheritance tax law, was given 
Saturday by H. J. Fullbright, state 
tax commissioner. 

Mr. Fullbright said that the state 
will not receive its inheritance tax 
monty from the federai government, as 
had been populariy nnderstood, but 
under the new law will assess the 
amount of sta@ inheritance taxes upon 


esiates subject to federal estate taxes, 
such assessments not to exceed 25 per 
cent of the federal taxes. 

Then, after the state has assessed 
its share of the tax, the estate will 
pay to the state the amount due it, 
and will receive credit to the federal 
government for the amount paid, the 
other 75 per cent of the tax on the 
estate going to the federal govern- 
ment: 

The federal government cannot col- 
lect state revenue, Mr. Fullbright said. 
and does not. The federal revenue 
act of June, 1924, provides for credit- 
ing the federal estate taxes with any 
amount that has been paid as state 
inheritance taxes on the assessment 
for federal estate taxes. provided the 
amount does not exceed 25 per cent 
of the federal estate tax. The state 
therefore, must first assess and collect 
the state inheritance taxes before any 
credit can be allowed on the federal 
estate taxes,

Charlotte, N. C.. August 20—(/)— 
Curtailment of the use of hydroeiec- 
trie power by industrial customers 
throughout the Piedmont section of

| The costs of railroad transportation 
| must be reduced. Unless this is pos- 
‘sible the country can not hope for the 
| improvement of services and increase 


of facilities essential to economic 
prosperity. The expausion of indus- 
try is in direct ratio to transporta- 
tion development. 

The present cost of railroad serv- 
ices, like the cost of everything else, 
is due to the world war. Railroad 
labor is not overpaid, but its wages 
are about double what they were be- 
fore the war, railway materials and 
supplies are about 60 per cent above 
the 1914 price level, and new capital 
commands higher interest rates. 

What is true of railway expenses 
is also true of costs in most lines of 
‘industry, but manufacturers and oth- 
er producers (with some exceptions, 
notably the farmers) have been able 
to match higher costs with increased 
prices for products. Indeed, profits 
in most lines of business are prob- 
ably greater today than they were in 
1914.. Charges for railroad services 
and the revenues of the carriers are, 
however, finally determined, not by 
the railway companies, but by gov- 
ernment commissions, state and fed- 
eral, 

Rates 50 Per Cent Higher. 
Railroad rates now average some- 
what more than 50 per cent above the 
1914 level; but railway. expenses, 
especially labor costs, have increased 
more than 50 per cent and the net 
profits of the railroads average bare- 
ly two-thirds what they need to be 
to assure the healthy development of 
transportation facilities. 

tefore the war American railroads, 
as a whole, spent about 70 cents of 
ench dollar of operating income for 
operating expenses and had about 30 
eents leit for betterments, surplus, 
interest and dividends. At the close 
of the world war expenses took more 
thun nine-tenths of income, and now,

Can it be done? 
Promise in the Future. 
The future is not without promise. 


Indeed. there are several reasons for 


hopeful. In the first place,

One way to keep down labor 
coats is not to employ more men than 
needed. One reason why gov- 
ernment operation was so expensive 
was the large increase in the number 
of men.

water before it enters the boiler is 
becoming a common practice. These 
are illustrations of the technical im- 
provements being made to steam loco- 
motives to reduce the amount of fuel 
required. 

The fact that the internal combus- 
tion, or Diesel, engine has proven suc- 
cessful and especialy economical for 
propelling ships has set inventors at 
work to develop a Diesel locomotive. 
One is now being run experimentally 
in Switzerland. At the Wembly ex- 
position in London I saw a turbine 
railroad engine. As yet the Diesel and 
turbine locomotives are‘®f only techni- 
‘al interest. They may some day sup- 
plant the steam locomotive, but for 
the present we must look to improve- 
ments in the steam engine to reduce 
the power costs of railroad transpor- 
tation. 

This statement does not imply that 
the electric locomotive may not be 
largely used in the comparatively near 
future. By using the electric locomo- 
tive, hydroelectric power can be ap- 
plied, and the consumption of coal and 
oil can be reduced. Moreover, by gen- 
erating electric current at central 
steam power plants twice as much ef- 
fective power can be secured from a 
given-quantity of coal as can be ob- 
tained from burning the coal in an 
ordinary locomotive. 

Electrification Will Help. 

For this reason it will be possible to 
reduce fuel consumption by electrify- 
ing American railroads; but the capi- 
tal costs of making the change will 
be so great that the expenses of rail- 
road transportation may not be re- 
duced. Electrification of railroads is 
desirable in the interest of the con- 
servation of fuel and for other rea- 
isons, but we need not look in that di- 
| rection for a reduction in costs and 
an increase in net profits. 

The auto truck has taken from 
the railroads a large amount of lo- 
cal freight and passenger traffic. The 
auto has also become a feeder to the 
railroads, and the auto industries 
have created a large tonnage of rail-

This has been particularly true of 
the business of the branch-line rail- 
roads having a light, and largely lo- 
cal, traffic.

The railroads have 
begun to solve this problem by the 
substitution of gasoline-electric cars 
for steam locomotives and trains on 
the local lines. In some instances 
auto-track transportation over the 
highways can provide the services for- 
merly rendered ty the branch-line 
railroads. Practically no new branch- 
line railroads are now being con- 
structed; the auto truck and the auto 
bus are providing the services that 
would be performed by a new branch- 
line railroad, and both the railroads 
and the public are benefitting thereby. 
The Auto Truck. 

The auto truck has also begun to 
reduce the costs of handling freight 
at way stations on main-lire rail- 
roads and at the large railway termi- 
nals. To relieve the congestion of 
their main lines, railroad companies 
are zoning the loca) stations; and the 
way-freight train stops at only one 
station in a zone to leave the pick- 
up freight. Between that station and 
the others in the zone freight is han- 
dled by auto trucks 

The railroads nave also made some 
beginnings with the handling of 
freight by trucks within large city 
terminals. In numerous cities freight 


another by truck instead of by the 
switching of freight cars. In this 
way cars are released for line hauls 
and terminal congestion is reduced. 

Some beginnings have also been 
made with the collection of freight 
from shippers and the delivery of 
freight to consignees. When this has 
become general terminals will have be- 
come motorized, and the costs of ter- 
minal services and of future terminal 
development will have been substan- 
tially reduced. 


Consolidations in Sight. 

Railroad consolidation, as contem- 
plated by the transportation act of 
1920, promises to reduced both = op- 
erating expenses and the amount of 
capital required for future expansion 
of transportation facilities. One 
large railroad consolidation expects 
to save over $6,000,000 annually in 
operating expenses by the unification 
of services. It will thereby add 10 
per cent to ifs net return on capital. 

These are some of the economies 
in operating and development costs 
that are in prospect for the railroad. 
They will in time bring general pros- 
| perity back to American railways. The 
country will not be held back in its 
economic growth by inadequate or in- 
efficient railroad facilities. The prob- 
lems of reducing the costs of trans- 
portation can be solved.

The Day in Finance 


Funding’ of French Debt Will 
Open Up New World - are’ 
Market Situation—financiers 
Fear United States Foreign 
Trade May Restricted. 


New York, August 29.—With the 
arrival next month of French com- 
missioners who will negotiate a set- 
tlement of the war debt which France 
owes us, an epoch will be marked off 
in the adjustment of the world’s 
finaneial relations. Incidentally, a 
clean-cut victory will be established 
for the American principle, that a 
debt is a debt, regardless of the eir- 
cumstances ginder which it eriginated. 
'¢ Among the great nations France 
‘has oceupied an almost unique posi- 
‘tion in the matter of the debt owed 
to America. More than mest of the 
other countries she has endeavored 
to link the payment of that debt with 
the collection by France of repara- 
tions from Germany. It was a vital 
matter with France. Wer territory 
had been ravaged, and her richest in- 
dustrial regions had been taid waste. 
Billions of dollars have been spent to 
rehabilitate these regions, a work 
which could not be postponed until 
|Germany paid her obligations for dam- 
ages, or until the French debt to 
America was settled. 

England was not invadedean:' Foe 
land honorably took the lead in nego- 
tiating a settlement of her wWar-iiae 
‘obligations, which she is now pausing 
off under the terms of the agreement. 

Belgium, wholly occypied, and 
largely devastated during the war, has 
negotiated a settlement, but received 
the benefit of very lenient terms, our 


igovernment having agreed to collect | 


no interest whatever on money lent 


‘to Belgium during the war, and to 


postpone for ten years interest on the 
balance lent after the signing of the 
armistice. This lays a very light bur- 
den on Belgium. 
Italy W- on France. 
Italy suffered comparatively little 
territorial damage during the war, but 


make foreign payments, those means 
consisting cheifly of exports of goods. 
Italy is obviously awaiting the out- 
come of the French debt settlement be- 
fore coming forward with preposals 
of her own. 

How will French policy and _ poli- 
tics be affected by a final agreement 
to pay the United States, regardless 
of what Germany does? This is a 
vitally important question, little dis- 
cussec publicly as yet, but one which 
New York hankers and business mer 
are seriously studying. They believe 
that the effect will be favorable. 

lor several years after the armis- 
tice French policy was to hold Ger- 
many iff subjection, at the same time 
demanding the parment of the last 
‘red cent which Germany, with a pistol 
at her head, had promised at Ver- 
ssilles to pay. To carry out this pol- 
\iey, France refused to abate one par- 
ticle of the privileges of force which 
| were accorded to her under the peace 
treaty, and sent an army into the 
Ruhr, Germany's chief industrial re- 
gion, to enforce obedience to her will. 

Germany had no power to resist, 
but the Ruhr enterprise showed the 
French, if they did not already know 
it, that a Germany subject to military 
invasion and constant dictation’ from 
without, could pay no reparations. 
‘Germany must be given a chance to 
i'recover if she was to produce any 
payments. But if Germany recovered 
she might again menace French snfe- 
ty. France had to choose—cash repa- 
rations or security maintained at the 
bavonet’s point. 

France made some concessions. She 
agreed to the Dawes plan of repara- 
tiens. one of the central points of 
which is that payments shall be su- 
pervised by an outsider (an Ameri- 
can), who shall determine whether 
those payments are in danger 


Italy is poor in the means needed to | 


and currency system. If he decides 
that the danger exists, the payments 
are to stop. France, however, clings 


to the right; granted under the Tre. tv 
of Versailles, of using military force 
to compel Germany to abide by the 
other provisions of the peace treaty. 
Thus there is still a constant threat 
of violence hanging over Germany. 
'rance believes that without this 
threat, she herself might be threaten- 
ed with violence by Germany. 
: It quickly becomes clear that 
France having agreed to pay her debt 
to America, it is all the more import- 
ant that she shall collect every pos- 
sible cent from Germany. How will 
sie do it? By attempting force, or 
by doing all in her power to see that 
the Dawes plan works satisfactorily ? 
Will Aid Dawes Pian. 

Some of the best informed banking 
opinion here is that the prospects of 
the Duwes plan ace made definitely 
brighter by the approaching French 
debt agreement. In no other way 
can money in substantial amounts be 
ecllected from Germany. The success 
of the plan depends largely on en- 
couraging and helping Germany to 
recover her | industrial prosperity. 
Amerivan bankers have shown every 
willingness to make large loans to 
European nations to aid their re- 
covery, but flatly refused to lend to 
France as long as France declined to 
make any concessions regarding the 
collection of German reparutions. All 
these facts make it to the interest of 
'rance to smooth Germany's path in 
paying the heavy obligations which 
that eourtry has undertaken to meet. 

With England, Belgium, France and 
eventually Italy paying hundreds of 
millions into the American treasury 
each year, one of the vastest transfers 
of wealth which the world has ever 
known is under way. Europe is strip- 
ping herself of accumulated riches and 
pouring them into our lap. What will 
be the effect on us, and what on 
Kurope? 

It would be a mistake to imagine 
that the American nation will auto- 
matically prosper from this transfer. 
Germany, herself, when she collected 
a billion dollars of reparations from 
France aft® the war of 1870, found 
the money was a burden and a hin- 
drance, while France prospered. 

Our taxes will doubtless be cut by 
the amount of the annuai payments 
from abroad. Our national debt will 
be quickly reduced. But it would not 
be surprising if the prices of Ameri- 
can goods were kept so high, thanks 
to our unnatural prosperity, that all 
the great industrial nations of the 
world could undersell us in the com- 
petition of the world’s markets. 

Our foreign trade would thus suffer. 
Doubtless we shall keep a high tariff 
wall to kpep out cheap foreign goods, 
but there will be an even more effee- 
tive wall—the wall of high prices—to 
keep American goods out of foreign 
markets. Thus our foreign trade may 
be re&tricted more than we would like 
to see it. 

For the foreign nations, our debt- 
ors, it will be a strenuous business. 
Their standards of living may be kept 
at a low level because of low waves. 
Their industries will have to compete 
sherply to keep alive. They will 
have difficulty in disposing of their 
surplus populations, immigration into 
America now being restricted by law. 
All in all, it is a new world which 
is opened up with the final arrange- 
ment of the war-time debts owed by 
Europe to the United States.

For a good many years I have been 
a graduate manager of football teams. 
Il am now the graduate-manager ot 
one of the leading teams of the covn- 
try. I have lived through the tran- 
sition from the easy-going days when 
the control of athletics was almost en- 
tirely in the hands of under-gradu- 
ates and faculty, into the present era 
of high-geared business organizativns 
where control is vested increasingly in 
alumni and in the community outside 
the college. In some ways we have 
lost by this change and in other ways 
we have gained. 

Game Surprisingly Cic. 

This series of articles is not in any 
sense a “confession.” My years of 
inside information have convinced me 
that, on the whole, college football in 
America is surprisingly clean. 

I can recall some pretty shady busi- 
ness back in the old days, but 1 know 
that virtually all of this raw pro- 
fessionalism has now ,been done away 
with, 

I am not in sympathy with the 
agitators who are attacking the 
game and starting an outcry 
against it. 

But—and on this qualification 
my whole story hangs—the last 
few years have transformed both 
the inside and outside of football, 
and it is my firm belief that the 
real friends of the game ought to 
answer the agitators by putting 
all the facts in the open and tak- 
ing their stand on them. 

The argument between the football 
stand-patters and the muck-rakers 
has been warming up considerably the 
last year or two. The trouble with 
both of them is|that they are looking 
too closely at football as something 
apart from the forces, conditions end 
tendencies which are incressingly af- 
fecting it. 

Cost Alarms Some. 


Some of the alarmists are apparent- 
ly agitated about football merely be- 
cause the game involves big expendi- 
tures and commitments for etadia and 
equipment, with the result that there 
is always a desperate drive for a win- 
ning team. 

I quote Dean S. W. Beyer, of Iowa 
State college, in his report to the 
National Collegiate Athletie associa- 
tion 


“Competition in stadium build- 
ing generally results in athletic 
governing bodies incurring large 
indebtedness. '‘'‘his indebtedness 
can be removed only by subscrip- 
tions and increased gate receipts. 
Both subscriptions and gate re- 
ceipts depend. on winning teams. 
The emphasis is, therefore, on the 
win. In the minds of many peo- 
ple ability to win depends on the 
number of star high school ath- 
letes who can be secured. A di- 
rector of one of the leading edu- 
cational institutions in <e Mis- 
souri valley as’ -~ one of his 
duties was ‘to go out and get 
athletes.’ Competition in getting 
high school athletes is as keen as 
in the building of stadia.

The point in this, as applicable 
not alone in Atlanta but everywhere, 
is that boys and girls should first 
finish high school before taking up 
business college courses, just as 
they should be educationally ‘‘pre- 
pared” before entering a normal te 
become a teacher, or a medical col- 
lege to become a physician, or a law 
college to become an attorney, and 
sO on. 

Business efficiency, and business 
capacity, in accounting, stenogra- 
phy, insurance, banking, salesman- 
Ship, etc., require the fundamentals 
of a general education as do the pro- 
fessions. 

The boy or girl who leaves a 
grade in a grammar school to take 
up a business course has not, as a 
rule, the necessary educational foun- 
dation upon which to build genuine 
Success—certainly not the same de- 
gree of success that could be at- 
tained if a better educational basis 
had been constructed. Theerror is 
frequently seen when it is too late 
to repair it. 

The business college is just-as 
necessary in vocational training as 
any other institution that special- 
izes, and it ought to be zealous in 
its own uSefulness to the extent of 
requiring high school educations 
as necessary preparation for its 
courses. 

Dr. Sutton is entirely correct, and 
at this end of a vacation season it is 
a warning that should be heeded by 
parents, schools, the young people 
who contemplate business courses, 
and by the business colleges that 
function in properly training young 
men and women for successful busi- 
ness careers. 


NEW GAME LAWS. 


The approach of the ‘hunting 
Seasons makes it timely and perhaps 
serviceable to review the changes 
in the fish and game laws of Geor- 
gia recently made by the general 
assembly. 

What is known as a “regulatory”’ 
measure was passed, and was signed 
Thursday by the governor. It 
makes many drastic changes in the 
old law, and goes far toward uni- 
formity 
eral 


To illustrate— 

The old law prohibits one from 
hunting in the militia district of his 
residence without a permit. Under 
the revised law one may hunt on 
his own land without a license but 
to hunt anywhere else a licensetis 
necessary. 

In the bird regulations, the limit 
in an¥ one day on quail has been 
reduced to 20, but it remains the 
Same as heretofore on doves, the 
old law allowing 25 in a day. 

Under the old law wildcats were 
protected, but under law 
there is no restriction whatever, and 
they may be killed at any time. 

It is now required that a license 
be procured to trap any fur-bearing 
animal for the purpose of saley and 
the use of trapping devices is pro- 
hibited éxcept between November 
20 and March 1. Under the 
law it is unlawful to chase, kill or

In the fish laws there, also, are 
some interesting changes. ' One of 
these is the accomplishment of an 
end desired and tried for rather per- 
sistently the last five years. It 
makes seining and metting in any 


ifresh water stream within the state 


illegal for a period of five years 
from the date of the new law, ex- 
cept that shad may be caught in 
fresh waters in compliance with the 
regulation covering shad specifical- 
ly. It also is provided that baskets, 
fish traps and similar devices in any 
of the streams is prohibited at any 
time, and a fine of from $100 to 
$1,000 is fixed on\ any person con- 
victed of Aynamiting any stream.

BANKER RESPONSIBILITY. 


At a recent meeting of the South 
Carolina Bankers’ association, Oliver 
J. Sands, president of the American 
National Bank of Richmond, struck 
a keynote by frankly expressing the 
responsibility of the bankers in any 


community, and in a later letter to; 


the Manufacturers’ Record he said: 

“I am glad to know that we are in 
agreement on the subject of the re- 
sponsibility of the banker. I have 
always maintained that those who are 


in control of the credits of the com-! 


munity have a very heavy responsibil- 
ity, and I have seen it so fully demon- 
strated in this matter of cooperative 
marketing and financing of the pro- 
dueers throughout this territory. 

“Agricultural people of the south as 
a whole are the principal consumers, 
and they will never be able to reach 
a reasonable purchasing power as long 
as the products of their labor are eon- 
sumed by the heavy toll which they 
pay for credits and to the middleman. 
I hope some experienced. writer will 
undertake the preparation of a series 
of articles on this subject. When the 
real truth is presented it will not be 
very creditable to the banker, mer- 
chant or political leader of the south, 
but I hope it will lead to reforms 
which will mean wider prosperity and 
higher civilization.” 


This not only strikes one keynote 


but several. The responsibility of 
the banker is brought acutely to at- 
tention in several north Georgia 
counties today, for in these coun- 
ties, perhaps 30 all told, the existing 
drouth has precipitated conditions 
that will take more than ‘“‘talk” 
about cooperation.

Whole Moslem World Seething 
As French and English Diplomats 
Battle for Far East Supremacy 


BY PIERRE VAN PAASSEN 


This is the sixth consecutive August 
that the Druse element of the Syrians 
risen in revolt against the 
French. In Paris newspapers hasten 
to explain that the annual affair 
would in all probability not have ma- 
terialized this year had it not been 
that the authorities mistook an ordi- 
nary religious convention for a dan- 
gerous political pow-wow. They also 
charge that King Faisal, nominal ruler 
of Iraq, who was ousted from Syria 
six years ago “when he was about to 
solidify an Arabic confederacy, 1s 
playing behind the scenes and urging 
on the rebellious tribes against the 
I'rench mandatory power. 

However it may be, the French re- 
ceived a hard blow, just at the mo- 
ment when all her colonial forces 
were being mustered for the war in 
north Africa. A column cperating 
in the Syrian hinterland was attacked 
by the Druses and completely wiped 
out, leaving valuable stores of muni- 
tion and equipment. in the hands of 
the Arabs. A second. force, hastily 
mobilized for active service from non- 
combatant units in the depots and 
therefore consisting of clerks of the 
ordnance department, cooks, drill ex- 
perts, hospital orderlies and other 
such fellows who are generally “behind 
the man behind the gun” marched to 
the relief of the hard-pressed van- 
guard, but was ambushed on the way 
and totaly annihilated. 

Not a General Uprising. 


Of course the revolt of x 
does not signify a general uprising of 
all elements of the motley population 
in the Syrian mandate. The Druses 
have always been the most intran- 
sigent of the lot. They are a tribe 
of fanatical Mohammedans, not strict- 
lv orthodox, who have given trouble 
before this and who were deeply im- 
plicated in the general Christian mas- 
sacre a few years ago. 

It must not be overlooked that 
France, during the last quarter of a 
century, though ruled by anti-clerical 
governments at home, has followed an 
entirely different program in Syria, 
Here France has appeared as the 
champion of the Catholics and has 
actively cooperated with the religious 
authorities in the e*tablishment ot 
schools, hospitals and cultural insti- 
tutions. As a matter of fact the 
hierarchy is so closely allied with the 
secular power in Syria that more than 
one revolt of the Syrians has had a 
distinetive religious character. 

Paul Bloch, the brilliant French 
novelist. has recently drawn a picture 
of the life and customs of these self- 
came Druses in his latest book, “Ta 
Nuit Kurde”’ (Kurdish Night). An 
irresistible lot they are, with utter 
contempt for the Syrian Christian, 
whose treasures they covet and on 
whom they swoop down from time to 
time from their desert retreats. 

When the vanguard of the white- 
robed riders appear on the horizon 
it is the signal for widespread conster- 
nation and terror in the average 
Svrian village. For the Druses have 
no mercy. They respect neither age 
ior sex, but consider the most ruth- 
ess massacre the most acceptable to 


the Allah and his prophet. They gave 
the world a sample of their cruelty in 
1860 when they overran the Christian 
communities, burning, looting, slaying 
and murdering with a fanatic frenzy 
that set the whole of Europe aghast. 
It was following this wholesale 
slaughter that the great powers ap- 
pointed the French to restore order 
and an army was sent toe stop the 
depredations of the Druses. 
Napoleon’s Dream. 

But even before that year 
French had tried 
mony in Syria. Standing on board 
ship, where he had been violently sea- 
sick, Napoleon looked at the Syrian 
coastline with the mountains of 
Tebanon swathed in bluish haze and

bian Nights and a handful of Arab 
riflemen masquerading as a garrison” 
that barred his path to world con- 
quest and the founding of an empire 
in the orient. Eonaparte, it is true, 
penetrated as far as the ramparts of 
Aleppo, but he vpever crossed the 
Hellespont; the unruly tribes of the 
interior, the Druses in Syria his most 
inveterate enemies and the Kurds in 
Anatolia so harassed his rear guard 
that he was compelled to retreat. 


It was only thy “sheer force of my 
destinv” as he phrased it himself that 
kept him from falling into the hands 
of the English ships that were lying 
in wait on his return to France. 


Again the old world sea is dotted 
with troopships. Algerian and Sene- 
gambian regiments are daily leaving 
Marseilles for the new theater of war 
in Syria. From Cairo to Anatolia 
and from Fez to Calcutta the whole 
Mosiem world is seething with un- 
rest. England has expected trouble 
long before this and has transferred 
her military command from the Sou- 
dan to Jerusalem under Lord Plumer. 


While security pacts are closed be- 
tween Quai d’Orsay and White Hall 
the battle for the supremacy in the 
near east, a battle that is a century 
old goes on uninterruptedly between 
the French republic and Britain. It 
is a duel of empires in which the 
Druse revolt is but an insignificant in- 
termission.

“The Mexican jumping bean is the 
seed of any of the three or four mem- 
bers of a family of swamp trees, listed 
officially under the ponderous title 
of euphorbiaceous plants, when infest- 
ed by a full grown larva of the small 
gray tortricid moth.. When the plant 
is in blossom the moth lays’an egg in 
one part of the flower. That part of 
the flower grows with the rest, but, 
instead of becoming a pod for the seed 
of the tree, it turns into a home for 
the insect. The egg soon hatches into 
a worm, which occupied only about a 
fifth of the pod or shell. 


“When the seed pods drop during 
the summer the husk splits into three 
parts—two containing @eed. The third 
is what is known as the jumping 
bean. The latter is a_ triangular 
brown pod about the size of a peanut 
kernel, with two plain surfaces and 
one curved surfacé, 


As soon as the pod falls from the 
tree the worm or larva inside coils 
up, then lets itself go suddenly, like 
a catapult, giving a forward motion 
to the pod. Sometimes it rolls from 
side to side and sometimes moves 
fairly’ consistently in one direction by 
leaps and jumps. 

‘Late in winter the larva cuts a 
circular door through the seed walls, 
strengthens it with silk and trans- 
forms to pupa. The moth soon after

W hat Will the Geneva 
Assembly Accomplish? / 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


The approaching session of the as- 
sembly of the league of nations, 
which begins its labors at Geneva 


on September 7, promises in many 
ways to be the most: important in the 
still brief history of the organization. 
In the nature of things this meeting 
will be dominated by two closely re- 
lated issues, the admission of Germany 
to the league and the relation of the 
proposed security pact to the league 
itself. 

As to the admission of Germany, the 
real problem .remains whether Ger- 


many will consent to come in unless 
certain special concesstons are allow- 
ed her. For Germany the league it- 
self has obvious attractions and quite 
as patent disadvantages. Looking to 
the latter, first, the league is un- 
mistakably the product of the Paris 
conferene which made the Treaty of 
Versailles, the formal expression of 
Germany's defeat, and it has so far 
been dominated by those nations which 
were conspicuous as Germany's foes 
in the war, itself. The connection be- 
tween the Treaty of Versailles and 
the league then, is too unmistakable 
not to arouse German dislike. 


Again and _ specifically, it 
through the ageney of the league that 
the Upper Silesian settlement was 
made in a form totally unsatisfactory 
to Germany. This decision which di- 
vides the industrial region of this 
part of Germany and gave the bettér 
part to Poland reminds one of the 
greatest of the post-war grievances of 
the German people. _In addition, the 
league failed to make any protest when 
the French and Belgians occupied the 
Ruhr, which to the German mind 
stamped it with a pro-ally and preju- 
diced character. 

On the other hand the Germans are 
quite manifestly at a disadvantage in 


remaining outside the league when all 
Europe belongs and the Geneva meet- 
ings deal with a variety of questions 
closely affecting the reich. The mere 
absence of Germany tends to continue 
her position as an inferior and de- 
feated nation. Within the league, too, 
as Dr. Stresemann, the German for- 
eign minister, pointed out to me last 
Mareh, Germany would be able to 
work more effectively for certain de- 
sirable ends than without. 
Giermany’s Demands. 

All German diplomacy in this ques- 
tion turns on the double play of escap- 
ing the disadvantages incident to non- 
membership while retaining the ad- 
vantages real and prospective of the 
Russian alliance: Therefore,, she de- 
mands that since she is herself dis- 
armed under the. treaty, she shall be 
freed from the obligation to share in 
the defense of any member nation and 
her territory shall be forbidden to the 
troops of any league nation seeking to 
aid an attacked member. I. plain 
English, this means that Germany de- 
mands that if she joins the league 
France will not be able to send troops 
across Germany to aid Poland against 
Russia. 

Sut not only is Poland bound to op- 
pose such eoncessions but she has al- 
lies in .Czecho-Slovakia, which fears 
Germany, and in Rumania, which 
fears Russia, while France is the pow- 
erful ally of all three with strong rea- 
sons for not desiring to see Germany 
aggrandized at the expense of Poland. 
Thus German application to ‘enter the 
league on special terms has been so 
far steadilv rejected despite the fact 
that the British would like to see the 
Germans in on any terms, believing 
that, once they are in, this fact will 
have a powerful influence. 

That Germany will enter the league 
seems to me fairly certain, although 
there is a good deat of maneuvering to 
be done within the German reich itself 
before the thing is carried. through. 
That she will get the terms she seeks 
is totally unlikely because of the po- 
sition of France, whieh holds the 
necessary vote. Nevertheless in prac- 
tice it is excessively unlikely that, 
given the German state of mind, 
French troops could be moved to the 
support of Poland; a convenient strike 
of the railway men, who are govern- 
ment employees, could prevent this. 

_ Turning ot the broader issue of their 


relation of the proposed security pact 
to the league, one comes up against 
many of the same factors. Last year 
at Geneva the league formulated the 
famous protocol which was in reality 
a universal security pact, an agree- 
ment which, had it been adopted by 
all member’ nations, would have bound 
each to go to the defense of any one 
attacked. It embodies the doctrine of 


was 


universal responsibilty and placed a 
moral obligation upon all member na- 
tions to defend not alone the frontiers 
of nations adjoining themselves and 
therefore of direct interest to 
but equally frontiers of states remote 
and without direct interest. : 
This protocol collapsed 
of British objection which was found- 


ed upon the fact that no British gov- 
ernment could commit the  JBritish 
eople to defend any frontiers save 
Ries of direct importance to English- 
men, Thus a majority of Britons ree- 
ognized reluctantly that nothing could 
happen in, the regions where France, 
Belgium and Germany are tangent 
without involving Britain, but they 
did not concede that there could be 
anv interest for themselves in the re- 
gions where Poland touches Germany 
or Kussia, for example. 
The British Proposal. 
Accordingly the substitute proposal 


of the British based upon the German 
proposal of February 9, was for sep- 
arate pacts, that is, that instead of 
a general agreement making every na- 
tion responsible for every other, na- 
tions which had common interests 
sheuld work out private pacts. Of 
course these pacts were to be regis- 
tered with the league and to be in 
necordance with league principles, but 
they were nevertheless to be separate 
bargains. The security pact now be- 
ing debated in London, Paris and Ber- 
lin is the type of these. 
By this proposed 
France and Germany would agree to 
accept forever the existing frontier 
and bind themselves not to attack 
each other; and Great Britain, as an 
interested neighbor, would guarantee 
the inviolability of the bargain. Thus, 
should either France or Gerthany vio- 
late in Britain would be bound to in- 
tervene against the agressor. JHel- 
gium of course was equally covered 
and the whole transaction took the 
form of that guarantee of Belgian neu- 
trality, which Germany transformed 
into a “serap of paper” with fatal 
consequences 11 years ago.

This scheme had the advantage that 
it saved Britain from making any 
separate alliance with France against 
Germany, thus reviving a whole sys- 
tem of hostile combinations. And it 
gave a British guarantee not to one 
nation against another but to a system 
of peace against any possible ag- 
gressor. It was in form neither anti- 
German nor anti-French. But it was 


entrance of Britain as a foe again. 
But if she could get a western agree- 
ment which would prevent France 
from ever assisting Poland or Czecho- 
Slovakia in case of German aggres- 
sion, her hands would be free to 
realize her eastern hopes. 


But the manoeuvre was transparent 
in Paris, Warsaw and Prague and 
just as Germany was assailed by her 
Russian partner of the Rapallo treaty 
over the conditions_of entrance inte 
the. league, France was at once bom- 
barded from Prague and Warsaw. 
The Poles and the Czechs cogently ~ 
argued that France could not in honor 
and merely to get a British guaran- 
tee for her own frontiers abandon her 
eastern allies with whom she had 
made a sacred contract. And they 
also pointed out that, having over- 
come them, as she might do with rela- 
tive ease if France remained passive, 
Germany could then turn west, and 
even British aid might be insufficient 
to check a victorious and newly ag- 
grandized Germany. 

Thus, in reality, one came back to 
the old question of the pretocol. The 


protocol. had been based upon the 
idea that all frontiers were matters of 
concern for all nations, that it was 
in practice imposssible to isolate one 
area and one group of nations, while 
war, if it came, would involve all na- 
tions. If an assassin’s shot in re- 
mote Serajevo could plunge’ three 
quarters of the habitable globe in con- 
flict, what use to argue that any re- 
stricted pact could be of real value? 
And France. which had given ad- 
herance to the protocol, supplied the 
best evidence in her own experience, _ 
because she was not only the. neighbor 
of Germany and vitally interested in 
the security nact as it affected her 
own frontiers, but she was also the 
ally of Poland and Czecho-Slovakia 
and therefore concerned in their fron- 
tiers. 
Smaller Nations Suspicious. 
Now when it comes to the league, it 


is plain that the great mass of smaller 
nations, which feel themselves exposed 
to attack either on the side of Russia 
or Germany or likely to be involved 
against their will in any European 
conflagration, are going to view the 
present security pact with suspicion, 
since it may well seem to them an 
invitation to conflict, not a bulwark 
against it. All their efforts will then 
be directed at reviving the old protocol 
and in preventing the making of the 
separate security pact which woull 
from their point of view be no mote 
than making peace in one corner of 
Europe while making war more likely 
in another. . 

What the smaller nations of Europe 
want is a- general security pact like 


the protocol, they want an agreement 
by all nations to respect the frontiers 
of all nations. This, too, is what the 
French want. But the Germans will 
not sign such an agreement, they will 
not renounce their hope of remaking 
their eastern frontiers. And the 
French, who are eager to have some 
form of British guarantee, are con- 
fronted with the fact that they can 
only get such a guarantee in the form 
of a limited security pact. 

Germany ought not to be permitted 
to maxe her guarantee pact to France 
a permission to attack Poland when- 
ever she felt ready. On the other 
hand France ought not to be allowed 
to invude Germany without regard to 
the security pact whenever she felt 
satisfied that she had justification. 
What is required to meet the situa- 
tion is plainly some way.of determin:

Savannah, Ga., August 29.— (Spe 
cial)—For the next 30 days Savannah 
and many other cities along the new 
Atlantic coastal highway wil] be rush- 
ing to completion plans for the mam- 
moth celebration of the formal open- 
ing of the new Savannah river higoa- 
way bridge at Savannah. The big 
celebration 1s to take place on October 
7 at the bridge and in Savannah and 


will be attended by thousands of peo- 
ple from Washington to Miami. 


Savannah Alive. 

Savannah is fully alive to the his- 
toric importance of the completion 
and opening of this great connecting 
link in the highway from Maine to 
Florida and is sending on: special in- 
vitations to President Coolidge, the 
governors of Florida, Georgia, South 
Carolina «nd North Carolina, and to 
the secretacy of war. If the accept- 
ances of these officials are received, 
they will be placed on the program for 
addresses von the importance to the 
nation of the South Atlantic coastal 
highway and the opening of that high- 
way’s longest and probably most ex- 
pensive bricge. 

The opening celebration program, 
although plans bave uot been defin- 
itely made out. will probably include 
a monster barbecue, mimic warfare by 
land, sea and air forces of army and 
navy. a governors’ ball and a grand 
parade. 

Keen interest and participation in 
working out details of the celebration 
is being given by the Atlantic coastal 
highway officials in all the coastal 
states. With an active committee oc 
100 local workers, Savannah intends 
that the celebration sha:l be the great- 
est event of its kind, in the history of 
the south. 

The Savannah river bridge was 
opened to traffic on July 22, and is 
now being used by thousands of north 
and southbound motor tourists. The 
bridge has brought into close and 
quick touch, for the first time in his- 
tory, the coastal regions of South Car- 
olina and Georgia. Its completion 
means so much to those sections of 
the southeast both because of the pos- 
sibilities of through travel and local 
intercourse, that every man, woman 
and child in southeast Giorgia and in 
the two Carolinas are interested in 
seeing the new bridge and take part 
in the great festivities incident to its 
formal opening in October.

The Colquitt farmers have ginned 


te date 7,000 bales, say tht latest re- 
ports from the gins. This is a great 
increase over the 1924 crop and more 
than the entire 1923 crop. This is 
explained by the ideal weather that 
has hindered the boll weevil so much 
and the fact that the farmers in most 
cases have used some method to wipe 
out the weevil. 

The farmers are admonished by the 
state agricultural department to turn 
under the cotton stalks as soon as the 
cotton has been gathered, as this 
sends the boll pest into winter quar- 
ters and on starvation terms. This 
and the use of ealcium arsenate are 
the best known way to combat the 
pest.

The gorgeous creation of the mest 
effective designers would be lost to 


the alluring optical gaze of the world 
were it not for the ingenuous fashion 
in which the American women model 
for such penetrating approval. 


lf the French women—or the wom- 
en of any other old world land for 
that matter—were left to wear the 
perfect creations. They wofld be 
lost in a fog that would make Lon- 


don sigh. 

It is the intutive touch of the 
American girls that adds the charm 
to the clothes. It is the matter in 
which they wear them and the per- 
sonnality they add to them that makes 
Paris modes distinctive. The salt 
water of an ocean voyage does little 
or nothing for the gorgeous garments. 
It is the effective touch of American 
femininity that makes the margin of 
difference.

Sit in a cafe in the Bois at the tea 
hour, and watch the ladies trip in on 
the arm of a husky enchanter. 
Spanish damsel with raven hair and 
dreamy, dark eyes will get a flurry of 
attention; the French lady may get 
a nod of approval for the manner in 
which her eyes are made up; au ex- 
otic Russian may get a glance on two 
for the manner in which she carries 
her body—but when an American 
girl enters—even though she has been 
gowned at the same establishment: as 
the girls of other nations—all eyes are

no less than embarrassing. 

At night—when the beauty of the 
old world is at its very best, according | 
to tradition—the women stop posing 
in the radiant atmosphere to look up- 
on the attractiveness of the American 
ladies——the — compliment that 
could be paid them. 

On the Champs Elysees, the Fifth 
avenue of France, native men halt in 
their tracks and crane their necks to 
gaze as long as possible as American 
ladies trip pass.

Athens, Ga., September 1, 1925. 
My dear Chapter Regents and State 
Chairmen: 
As we begin the fall work of the 
second yeez of this administration, I 
wish it were possible for me to bave 


a personal.talk with each one of you, 
my regents, chairmen and _ officers 
But as this is impossible, I am doing 
the next best thing. I am visualizing 
ench one of you as I write this let- 
ter, and I hope you will visualize me 
in the same way—forget that this is 
a circular letter—let my love and 
friendship for you reach you from its 
pages, try to realize the deep interest 
I have in the work of your individual 
chapter and committee—your prob- 
lems and trinmphs—and the desire of 
my heart to be of service te you in 
the fulfillment of our.glorious dreams 
of achievement for the coming year. 

The splendid spirit of cooperation 
jand loving friendship which exists in 
lour state organization is a coustant 
inspiration to me, and I am humbly 
; grateful for the love and loyalty which 
you have so lavishly given me. 
| The record made by the Georgia 
'D. A. R. last year was one which will 
| require a united effort to equal again, 

Put I am confident that it will ‘not 
only be equaled, but that it will be 
i surpassed 
| It is not my intention to mention 
jeach phase of our work in this letter. 

But I do wish to stress the seven 
items which form the requirements of 
the “honor roll.” 

Our first duty is to our national so- 
eiety. Every D. A. R. is expected to 
pay 25 cents annually for printing 

i the Immigrant’s Manual, and each 
chapter is requested to give $2 toward 
jthe Ellis Island fund. These splen- 
jae Americanization projects appeal 
to us all, and I know Georgia will he 
| 100 per cent in her quota this year. 

Then there is another aim before us, 
which is the result of the resolution 
which was passed at the last national 

congress—the building of our new 
auditorium in connection with Memo- 
A Continental hall. At that time 
Georgia pledge $1,000 as a gift toward 
this building. If you have not al- 
ready donated to this pledge, please 
send what you feel your chapter is 
able to give to your state treasurer at 
vour September meeting, as this pledge 
must be redeemed by October. 

Then the outstanding obligation of 
our state work is the completion of 
our $5,000 D. A. R. student loan fund. 
Georgia led all other states in loan 
fund “work last year and I believe she 
will do the same this year. My great- 
est ambition is to see Georgia finish 
her $5,000 fund. <A concerted effort 
on the part of all will accomplish this, 
and we shall have the glorious convic- 
tion of having realized something 
really worth while for future genera- 
tions.

The next requirement of the honor 
roll is the 25 cents per capita for 
Georgia day.

Only when ‘Doc,”’ the sergeant, 
came along did | feel safe. He would 
slap me on the back with his big hand 
and laugh so heartily that all fear 
seemed to vanish. 

And here was “‘Doc’’ before me; a 
broken, ridiculous figure. 1 felt like 
shouting at the little crowd in the sub- 
way entrance, telling them that they 
were looking at a man, a hero, who 
carried ‘“‘Tex” Wiley of the Princess 
Patseon his back out of the choking 
fumes of St. Juiien’s first gas attack 
with a bullet in his own shoulder and 
a: piece of shrapnel quivering in his 
cheek. 

We called him ‘‘Doc”’ only after 
the attack at Messines, when Plumer 
led the big ‘“‘push.”” Some fellow had 
been caught under a concrete pill-box 
between the lines. He was yelling to 
come out and kill him for ‘‘God’s 
sake.” “Doc” heard and though we 
tried to keep him back, for it meant 
almost certain death, he crawled over 
the parapet. What ghastliness hap- 
pened out there in the semi-darkness 
of hell, nobody knew. But “Doc’”’ 
brought his man back. There was a 
bleeding stump where he had hacked 
off the fellow’s leg with a bayonet but 
he set about tying up the wound from 
our combined emergéncy kits as soon 
as he had dumped his human load in 
the first lige trenches. 


WO days later ‘‘Doc”’ was ordered 
to headquarters. He told me 
later that they wanted to know where 


he had learned that way of bandaging 
wounds. The doctors said he had 
saved the fellow’s life, but where had 
he studied medicine. ‘“Doc’’ would 
not tell. 


“I don’t want to get hung up 
around some hospital. I want to be 
out here with you fellows. 1 told 
them I had once taken a course in 
emergency aid when a policeman in 
Hartford, Connecticut,” he said. 


Now in the trenches men often 
grew Strangely familiar. 
way to pass a night of thunder and 
bombardment was to relate one’s life 
history. All manner of secrets were 
revealed.

The matadors, too, the 
picadors and the other 
tauromachian attendants,

salaries. A number of horses are also 
needed for each separate battle, but 
these are of no great value, only old 
and broken-down steeds being ex- 
posed to the bulls. 

A bull fight opens with a great pa- 
trade, all the toreadors in their cos- 


tumes of slashed satins, encrusted 
with sequins and richly embroidered, 


with bright sashes and scarlet, orange 
and green cloaks floating from their 
shoulders; brightly caparisoned mule 
teams, beplumed and jangling with 
hundreds of small bells; the picadors 
on their shambling horses, ironically 
decked for the sacrifice and irumpet- 
ers. 


HEN the parade has encircled 
the arena, some especially ap- 
pointed member of the police rides

dashingly under the box of the King, 
or whatever dignitary may be presid- 
ing, and a key to the bull pen is 
thrown to him. He is supposed to 
catch it in his hat, but he seldom does, 
and that little byplay always brings 
forth jeers and shouts of derision from 
the assemblage. 


The psychology of a bull fight of- 


fers many interesting phases, but 


there is none more amusing than the 
attitude of the populace toward the 
attendants in the ring. Although the 


death of the bulls is foreordained from 
the very start, they completely ignore 
that, and from beginning to end, their 
“rooting” is all for the bulls. On the 
other hand, they séem to get a glori- 
ous “kick” out of expecting one of the 
men to be gored to death just any 
minute, although this is, of course, not 
the general outcome.

The bulls, great shaggy beasts of 
fighting stock, have been trained from 
the day of their birth to offer a stiff 
fight.

While one of the great beasts 


Stands gazing about him, there is a 
great moment of suspense for the on- 
lookers. Is he going to dash into the 
fray, perhaps killing half a dozen peo- 


ple before they stop him, or is he 


going to prove a disappointment and 


shy from the pikes of the picadors? 


The first encounter prepared for the 
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Latest photograph of Queen Victoria 
of Spain, taken only a few weeks ago 


already enraged bull is the group of 
mounted picadors. A few sharp pricks 


with the pointed spears, and the bufl 
charges, again and again, at his tor- 


mentors. He charges at-the pitiful old 
horses, tossing and tearing them, and 


the arena is soon a mass of sand and 
blood, the bellowing of the bull and 
the terrorized cries of the dying horses 
contributing to the wild orgy, perfect- 
ly fascinating to Spanish eyes and 
ears. :

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The horseman is 
one of the pica- 
dors whose duty it e 
is to tire out the 
bull by pursuing 
him around. the 
arena and to in- 
furiate the animal 
by repeated stabs 
with the lance 
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abled or killed outright four or five 
horses, with constant danger to the 
lives of the mounted toreadors, the 
second act of the elaborate ritual be- 
gins. 


This time the attendants are on 
foot. They are wearing long cloaks 
of bright colors, and they carry little 
darts, the ends of which are trimmed 
elaborately with curled paper plumes, 
For a short while they goad on the 
tortured bull, waving their bright 
Cloaks at him and then stepping nim- 


bly aside or flying for the barrier 
over which they leap, sometimes with 


the bull so close behind 
them that the animal’s 
horns. seem to lift them 
over the wall. 

Their definite task 

is to place two 
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A thrilling moment in the battle be- 
tween beast and man, when the toréa- 
dor lures the bull avith his parti-color- 
ed cloak and then steps nimbly aside 
as the infuriated animal charges 


brightly decorated darts in the bull’s 
neck, One on each side, and the con- 
stant danger they must court in doing 
this keeps the audience in the pitch 
of excitement. They are still velling 
terrible taunts at the man, and 
screaming, “Long live the bulls, long 
live the bulls!’—even if they know 
the bulls have at most only another 
ten minutes. 


And then the matador steps. for- 


ward and the other attendants retire. 
Now at last the audience turns from 
the bull to the man. He is a great 


_ hero and his agility and grace in slay- 


ing the bull are warmly applauded. 
There are two very grand feats he 
may perform before he puts an end 
to the animal.

Waving his scarlet cape over his 
shoulder, seemingly in ignorance that 
the infuriated animal is near, he in- 
vites a charge. Just as the bull with 
lowered head lunges at him, he steps 
gracefully to one side, leaving the 


bull to paw the cloa® 
from his head, 


And then, if the ma 
tador is very, very nime 
ble, he may stand none 
chalantly while the bull 
charges at him from in 
front, and just as. the 
animal’s lowered head 
is to plunge into his vie 
tals, he raises one foot 
lightly, implants it be- 
tween the animal’s horns and 
leaps over the back of the bull. 
% This is the ‘‘feat of the horns” 

# and is difficult of accomplishe 
ment, 


Then the matador draws his 
long, three-edged sword, waves 
a gay-colored pennant ahead of 
him, and invites another charge 
from the bull. This time the ine 
furiated animal runs headlong 
into the sword, which is aimed dexe 
trously below his left shoulder, and if 
the aim is true and his heart is pierce - 
ed, death is instantaneous. 

This has all, from the parade"to the 
death of the bull, required about 
twenty minutes, and it is all to be re- 
peated over and over again until late 
in the afternoon, And if some mata- 
dor proves an especial hero, he may 
have the honor of having an addi- 
tional bull killed just for him. 


There are many other features to 
the bull fight that Queen Victoria 
found just as horrifying as the death 
of the horses. If a bull refuses to 
fight he is tortured to death. Some- 
times great dogs are put upon him, to 
tear him to death, and sometimes if 
he cowers near the barrier, a toreador 
will cut the muscles of his back legs, 
so that the poor beast must crawl 
about before a butcher strikes a three- 
pronged dagger into his spinal column 
to end his misery. 


l ELIGIOUS parties and parties 

working for Spanish progress 
have long since announced their op- 
position to the bull fight. The exhi- 


bition of skill in putting the animal to 
death, they say, does not counterbal- 
ance the disgusting elements. 

Portugal eliminated the repugnant 
first act, the goring of the horses, 
from her bull fights long ago, and it 
seems likely that Spain will do the 
same thing. 

There is no toreador of outstanding 
reputation in Spain at present. Canes 
ro, the last to achieve wide distinction, 
recently retired. Canero himself was 
doing much to remove the inhumane 


elements from the bull fight. He 
fought entirely from a horse, but he 
never allowed his horse to be charged 
by the bull.

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Paul in Thessalonica and Berea

HE Bible text for today takes 
up the story of Paul’s second 
missionary journey at the 
point where, driven out of 
Philippi, he and Silas passed 
through two small Greek vil- 

Amphipolis and Apollonia, and 

came to Thessalonica. 

Amphipolis was historic ground; it 
was a city of considerable importance 
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at the time when Greece was resisting 


Philip of Macedon. Demosthenes 
mentions it in one of his speeches: It 
was about thirty-three miles southwest 
of Philippi. | 
Commentators differ as to the rea- 
son for Paul’s not stopping. Some 
think that there was no synagogue at 
Amphipolis or Apollonia and only a 
few Jews there. Others think it was 


. because of Paul’s preference for large 


- 


centers where more people could be 
reached, But whatever the reason, he - 
did find a,synagogite at Thessalonica 
and stopped there. 


Thessalonica was the capital of 
Macedonia and was a commercial port 
of great importance. Its name was 
given it im honor of King Philip’s 
daughter, and she received the name 
when her father’s half brother, Alex- 
ander the Great, won a victory over 
the Thessalonians on the day that he 
heard of her birth. 

One of the roads built by the 
Romans runs through Thessalonica 
and it is famed in modern times be- 
cause there still stands in the city a 
marble arch of triumph commemorat- 
ing a victory won by Augustus over 
Brutus—the victory that made Augus- 
tus emperor of Rome.

PAUL IN THESSALONICA AND BEREA 
Text of Today’s Bible Talk by Mr. Bryan 
(Acts 17:1-12) 


Now when they had passed through Amphipolis and Apollonia, they came to 
Thessalonica, where was a synagogue of the Jews: 


And Paul, as his manner was, went in unto them, and three sabbath days rea- 


Opening and aileging that Christ must needs have suffered and risen again 
from the dead; and that this Jesus, whom | preach unto you, is Christ. 

And some of them believed, and consorted with Paul and Silas; and of the 
devout Greeks a great multitude, and of the chief women not a few. 

But -the Jews which believed not, moved with envy, took unto them certain 
lewd fellows of the baser sort, and gathered a company, and set all the city on an 
uproar, and assaulted the house of Jason, and sought to bring them out to the 


And when they found them not, they drew Jason and certain brethren unto

Whom Jason hath received: and these all do contrary to the decrees of Caesar, 
saying that there is another king, one Jesus. | 
And they troubled the people and the rulers of the city, when they heard

These were more noble than those in Thessalonica, in that they received the 
word with all readiness of mind, and searched the scriptures daily, whether those | 


Therefore many of them believed; also of honourable women which- were 


Paul, as his custom was, went into 
the synagogue and preached to the 
people. According to our text, he 
preached to.them on three Sabbaths, 
making what the newspapers of today 
would call ‘‘a characteristic speech’’— 
that is, the kind of a speech that he 
generally made. Paul reasoned with 
his hearers; he stated his facts and 
drew conclusions from them. 

In these sermons he was proving 
the Messiahship of Christ by reciting 
the prophecies spoken in relation to 


. Christ’s coming. He described Christ 


as One who was to suffer for the sins 
of the people and who was to rise 
from the dead. Paul related the facts 
that showed the prophecies to have 
been fulfilled. ‘‘It behooved the Christ 
to suffer,” because that was the plan 
of salvation that had been prepared 
trom the beginning. 


While Paul’s words ought to have 
been convincing to the Jews, for all 
his evidence was taken from the Law 
and The Prophets, he seemed to ex- 
cite hostility among the Jews while 
he persuaded some of the Greeks—‘“‘a 


ad 


great multitude of devout Greeks, and 
not a few of the chief women.” 


HILE Paul felt that he was spe- 


cially calledeto preach the gos- 
pel to the Gentiles, he never lost an 
opportunity to plead with his own 
people and it must have grieved him 
deeply to find that the very ones who 
should have been reached most eas- 
ily were the ones to arouse opposition 
to him. 


There is recorded here an incident 
that shows how impossible it is for a 
man with a message to protect those 
who hear him with open hearts and 
are converted. Jason showed Paul and 
Sifas and Timothy some attention— 
enough to identify himself with them, 
and to become hated for their sakes. 


The mob assailed the house of Ja- 
son and insisted that the disciples 
should be brought forth. When it” 
was found that they had escaped, the 
rabble ‘“‘dragged Jason and certain 
brethren before the rulers of the city.” 
The charge made against Paul and his 
associates was, in fact, a very high 
compliment. They were accused of 
having .‘‘turned the world upside 
down’’—few can do that. 

The fame of their success in former 
places had spread until the Jewish of- 
ficials were very much alarmed. They 
attempted the impossible, as such men 
always do; namely, suppressing the 
truth by the imprisonment of those 
who speak the truth. Strange that, 
people are so slow to learn a univer- 
sal law in history; viz., that opposition 
is the food upon which truth feeds.

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Things New and Old About the Bible

“sj HE solution of many Biblical 
difficulties is found in. the 
reasonable and Scriptural 
recognition of a steady ad- 
vance in the divine revela- 
tion. The race has its im 
fancy and childhood as truly as the 
individual. ‘Many were the forms 
and fashions in which God spoke of 
old to our fathers, by the prophets, 


but in these days at the end he has 
spoken to us by a Son.” 


The divine revelation is to be 
judged by the finished product and 
not by its quality as adopted to man 
in his crude beginning. St. Paul 
speaks of the old ritual as beggarly be- 
ginners, and St. Peter calls it an in- 
tolerable yoke. Much mistaken criti- 
cism has been visited upon the Old 
Testament morality for being too low 
and at the same time the New Testa- 
ment morality for being too high. 
These are the writers, who prate much 
of progress and yet ignore it in the re- 
hgious realm. 

The lower standard of the ancient 
worthies was not in reality immoral- 
ity, but unmorality. This understand- 
ing of the progressiveness of divine 
revelation is of unmeasurable apolo- 


getic value. It meets the cheap flings 
of infidelity. We are not put under 
the necessity of defending the conduct 


of even the best of the Old Testament 


patriarchs. It may be said, however, 


that they were substantially true to 


the light they had, which cannot be 
said of many of the modern critfes. 


When they represent God as com-_ 


manding the slaughter of women and 
infants, we are not to understand that 
it was the command of God, but only 
their imperfect conception of what the 
will of God was. 

The principle of progressiveness in 
the revelation is against both the ver- 
bal dictation of inspiration and the 
dead-level theory of revelation. The 
divine revelation was of necessity 
adapted to the human development. 

An eye for an eye, a tooth for a 
tooth, a life for a life, is bad ethics 
for today, but in the immature stage 
of development when these precepts 
were the highest conception, it was 
much better than unrestricted ven- 
geance. The savage impulse was if a 
man gets one of my eyes I will get 
both of his, and if he gets one of my 
teeth I will knock all of his out, and 
if he destroys one life of my family 
or tribe, | will destroy his entire family 
and tribe.

Jesus says: “Ye have heard that 
it was said, but I say unto you.” 
Jesus replaced the old standards with 
anew and perfect standard. If we are 
to be Christians we are to take our 
stand. with Christ and judge all things 
in the Bible by his authority. Instead 
of endeavoring to defend the imper- 


fect ideas of the olden times we are 
to frankly admit their incorrectness. 


Dr. Y. M. Sheldon says: ‘This point 
of view makes the Bible much less dif- 
ficult to interpret and teach, for it 
gives us an intelligent principle by 
which to guide our sense that some 
things are superseded, that the God 
whom Jesus revealed could not possi- 
bly sanction or command many things 
which are attributed to Him.” 

The old-line apologetics which pro- 
ceeded on the assumption of an equal 
Bible was a thorough perversion of 
reason. It made the sorry reply to 
infidelity that the cruel things which 
God was represented to have com- 
manded were justifiable since God has 
absolute right over his creatures, as 
if might could make right even in 
God. 

All of this resulted from the unten- 
able notion that the Book of Judges 
for example is on as high a level as 
the four Gospels. Under the old the- 
ory of an unprogressive revelation a 
text from Leviticus had the same 


value aS a text from’ the Sermon on 
the Mount. 


arent E. D. MGUZON, writing 
in the Southern Methodist Re- 
view, says, ‘Surely it ought not to be 
necessary to say that the Old Testa- 
ment is not of equal value to Chris- 
tians with the New. Read what Jere- 


-miah says about the New Covenant, 


31:31-34. Read what Jesus says, 
‘Ye have heard that it was said to 
them of old time... but I say unto 
you.” Read also the Epistle io the 
Hebrews and see how the whole argu- 
ment turns on the superiority of the 
New Covenant over the old. The 
Mormons practice polygamy because 
for them the Old Testament is of 
more importance than the New. The 
Seven-Day Adventists are enemies of 
our Christian Sabbath because for 
them the Old Testament is of equal 
authority with the New.

THE BULL FIGHT SO DEGRADING 
THAT NOT EVEN BEAUTY AND ARDOR 
COULD SAVE IT, SAYS VAN PAASSEN

EFORE long the Plaza de Toros in Madrid will be as desolate as the ruins of the 

old Coliseum in Rome. Bullfights are scheduled to go the way of the American 
saloon. Even King Alfonso, a connoisseur of all manner of delights and a lover of 
a good bullfizht, has joined the reformers, who say that the fights are degrading to 
a cultured people and totally out of date ir a modern civilization. But with the 
fights, Spain will lose one of its most colorful and brilliant institutions. For the 
bullfight is not only a highly exciting spectacle, it is also an ultra chic fashion re- 
view, an immense and congenial social gathering and offers the visitor a unique 
opportugity to go into raptures about the beauty of silk-clad ankles, brilliant cos- 
tumes and gorgeous shawls worn by the exotic dark-eyed senoritas from Andalusia 
and Asturia. 


Sundays after lunch the crowds in the main streets of Madrid begin to move in 
one direction, under the Alcala, across the Plaza de Cibeles, to the outskirts of the 
city where the great bull ring is located. From the busses you hear the shouts of 
the conductors: “Plaza de Toros.” Newsboys yell and scream the Bullfight Extras, 
in which you can learn the prograin for the afternoon, the names of the toreadors, 
the weight, color and size of the bulls, the width of their horns and you can gaze 
upon the photos of the favorite matadors in their gorgeous gold-stitched jackets. 

Among the carriages which discharge their loads at the entrance of the circus, 
you will notice many of foreign make, especially English and French. The crowd 
catches sight of one of its idol bullfighters and there is a loud cheer that often 
turns into an ovation. These gentlemea are resplendent in their old Spanish cos- 
tumes; gold or silver-stitched jackets, knee breeches with silver galons, white silk 
stockings and shiny black hats. 


The ring is a gigantic structure, with boxes and lodges for the president of the 
bullfight society, boxes for the bands and the boosters. Hucksters and vendors ply a 
profitable trade in oranges, soft drinks and small cushions to. place on the stone 
seats. « 

The flaming sun turns the immense gathering into a brilliant blend of blazing 
hues and colors. The ladies waft their fans slowly, almost sensuously. Eyes flash 
in appreciation and admiration of feminine beauty. Many a sly flirtation is carried 
on by means of subtle signals. There are subdued murmurs and necks are craned 
when some particularly striking donna trips down the aisles holding her skirts with 
half-concealed calculation. 


Suddenly the crowd becomes silent. The president enters his box. Through 
Sside-doors in the arena two black-hatted officials jump into the arena. They wear 
ostrich feathers and carry the national colors. They march around the arena, stop 
before the presidential box and ask permission to start the play and to introduce the 
Cuadrilla. 


The fighters now begin their procession like gladiators of old. First the officials, 
then the gayly-dressed matadors and sapeadors and on their ponies with yellow sad- 
dles the picadors, followed by the teams of mules, who will drag the dead bulls from 
the arena. 

The President throws a key and someone runs to a door to let the first bull 
come in the ring. The animal, blinded by the sun, stands there a minute glowering 
in all directions, and then, suddenly bounds for the first scarlet cloth. 

The program on the afternoon when this writer visited the circus was some- 
what like this. First the bull was teased with the red cloth. He was permitted to 
run his horns into two or three old horses, ridden by the picadors who threw them- 
selves in the sand just as soon as they had maneuvered their steed above the savage 
bull’s head. A loud trumpet signal sounds and some fellows advance and stab the 
bull with some thin, long pieces of steel in the neck. Attached to these steel darts, 
about a yard long, is a silk colored ribbon. Sometimes the darts are first heated to 
a livid white to enrage the bull even more. 


Next on the program is the matador. What he pulls off is the piece de re- 
sistance of the whole performance, it seems, First he salutes the president with his 
long sword, makes a deep obeisance before a lodge in which a lady of his personal 
acquaintance returns his salutation with a graceful gesture, then he advances boldly 
toward the snorting, bellowing bull, who showers the arena with the blood that pours 
from a dozen wounds. 

The mob sits spell-bound. When the matador misses a stroke they begin to 
hiss, but when he makes a telling stab they grow delirious with applause and: hoarse 
with shouting. Finally he delivers the death-blow, which is a fine exhibition of dex- 
terity and dispatch. The bull staggers, falls down and presently is dragged out by 
a team of mules. 


From the beginning there is blood. When the bull rips his horns into one of 
the horses, the sight is almost nauseating. Often the animal’s entrails drag in the 
sand. A few attendants run up, push in the intestines, sew them up, dash a few pails 
of water over the horse’s head and the picadeor mounts his charge once more for the 
attack. Each bull seemed to be allowed to gore three horses. 


Quite often the picador or even the matador pays with his life for his daring. 
At our particular performance some years ago ome of the picadors fell from his 
horse and the bull made straight for the man, while the horse raced away in deadly 
terror down the arena. Before other fighters could come to the man’s assistance, 
the bull pushed his horns into the man’s stomach and tossed him aside. He was car- 
ried out dying. 

On the whole the show is so gory and so primitive that all the feminine beauty 
and all the spectacular enthusiasm of the fans does not weigh up against its degrad- 
ing character.

floor of an adjoining hotel by some 
Slightly inebriated person. This toss 
took place on the opening night of 
‘‘A Lucky Break,” aad as many of the 
smart aleck critics pointed out, was 
the hit of the evening. However, as 
delicatessen waiters cannot be spared 
at the rate of one a night, ‘‘A Lucky 
Break can’t rely on them to get their 
show across. Certainly without these 
falling waiters, the show does not of- 
fer sufficient excitement to keep .it 


going.

been less effective at another time in 
the history of Spain, but in the pres- 
ent state of national restlessness they 
have had their power magnified. 

Although Spain’s conservatism and 
unchangeableness have become pro- 
verbial throughout Europe, the pres- 
ent day Spaniard remaining funda- 
mentally the same man _ that the 
Iberian was 2,000 years ago, still in 
the last few years there has been a 
notable drifting -toward novelty and 
an admiration for everything foreign. 

Even before Queen Victoria direct- 
ed her energies and her tears toward 
eliminating the bull fight as the na- 
tional pastime of Spain there were re- 
forms attempted for mitigating its 
most offensive features. 

There is a delightful anecdote 
popular in Spain of how some reform- 
er long ago decided that the national 
pastime deserved all the opprobrium 
that English speaking peoples heaped 
upon it, and he started in to organize 
a society for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals. : 

He was influential in gaining the 
backing of any number of Spanish 
grandees to his movement, and the 
organization was rapidly gaining in 
momentum. Then somebody discov- 


ered that to accomplish anything defe ' 


inite there must be money in the treas- 
ury, lots of money. 

That at first proved a baffling prob- 
lem, but it was finally solved. They 
simply gave a series of benefit bull 
fights. 

The King of Spain is one of the 
most noted polo. players in Europe, 
and polo and other field sports are 
fast gaining in popular esteem there. 
But it is football that the majority of 
Spaniards look forward to as the na- 
fional sport.

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| T he Case of Identical Twins ; :

iD you know that in the United 
States about one birth out of 
ninety results in twins? In 
about two case out of five, the 

twins are of the same sex; but 
in only about one Case in three are they 
identically alike? 

These interesting disclosures are 
made in Albert Edward Wiggam’s last 
book. “The-ruit of the Family Tree.” 

It strikes one as a surprisingly large 
number of twin births for the number 
ene actually encourffers in a lifetime. 


But twins of opposite sexes would not 


attract attention, nor twins who are no 
more alike than ordinary brothers and 
-sisters..Of these there must be a large 
number, judging from the twin birth 
rate given by Mr. Wiggam. 


It is the twins who are of the same 
sex and who look so much alike their 
own mothers can hardly tell them apart 
that create the most interest. These are 
known as “identical” or “duplicate” 
twins, and are believed to have been 
from the same germ cell. 

An interesting point about these 
identical twins is the similarity they 
bear in mental and moral makeup and 
m emotional reactions under the same 
circumstances. 

Many twins of mature years, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wiggam, are so nearly alike 
that if they changed into each other’s 
skins. and personalities, they would 
scarcely know anything unusual had 
happened. They would not behave any 
more unlike than would two watches— 
with the same kind of works—if you 
exchanged the works from one case to 
the other. In the example of the 
watches, you could take the identical 
wheel out of one and exchange it for 
the identical wheel of the other and the 
mechanism would go on ticking in just 
the same harmony. ; 

“Tl often think,’’ savs Mr. Wiggam, 
**that if we could take an identical por- 
tion of the brain out of some of the 
duplicate twins | have known = and 
could, without injury, exchange the 
parts and make them function neither 
the twins themselves, nor any one else 
‘would ever be aware of it. 

“But if we tgok a part of the brain 
of any one not an identical twin and ex- 
changed it for the same part of the 
brain of any one else,” continues the 
author, ‘out of the millions of human 
beings on earth, the two concerned 
would cease to be the same sort of per- 
son. Everybody would remark the 
change, and the two persons themselves 


would know they were not the same. 


beings they were before.” 

Cther twins—not duplicates—may be 
so dissimilar they would never be taken 
for brothers or sisters even, Mr. Wig- 
gam states. Some he has observed to 
be so unlike that they appeared to be 
of different races. One might have a 
clearly Nordic countenance, the other 
classify as a Mediterranean brunette. 

The author tells of attending a 
unique gathering, promoted by a fa- 
mous theatrical producer in. New York. 
Invitations were issued to all the twins 
in New York and vicinity to attend 
what the producer called a “Twin 
Matinee” given in honor of the Fair- 
banks twins, starring in a musical 
comedy at the time, 

“I have lectured to hundreds of au- 
diences,’’ confesses Mr. Wiggam, “‘but 
] never saw before an audience like 
this. And 1 think no other speaker or 
actor ever before saw one like it. As I 
fully expected, most of the twins 
were of the identical type—the kind 
that look alike, since twins who are 
not alike seldom take great interest in 
each other. All students have found 
it is much easier to find identical twins 
than opposite twins, not because the 
former are more numerous, but because 
they are more aware of their similari- 
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ties. There were over one hundred 
rairs at this meeting. As the play pro- 
ceeded, it was easy to see they also 
were much alike in their natures. They 
laughed at the same things, in the same 
way. 
When the villain came on, the au- 
thor reports, dozens of pairs of dupli- 
cate noses turned up simultaneously in 


precisely the same way. The actor got - 


two laughs where he ordinarily got one, 
and the two laughs were nearly always 
in the same key. As they laughed, the 


faces wrinkled and furrowed in almost 
identical lines.” 

Instances of twins deceiving the un- 
suspecting public with innocent. pranks 
are familiar to us. One ~mother — told 
Mr. Wiggam she often had to drop her 
work and go to the school building at 
the other end of the town to help the 
teacher decide which twin she ought to 
spank, or which one she had already 
spanked. ° : 

In the cast with the Fairbanks twins 
were Jack’ and Tommy Thomson, 


young men twins, singers and dancers, 
who could be told apart only by the 
fact that one had learned to sing bari- 
lone while the other sang natural 
tenor.

This similitude of theught is some- 
times described as mental communiéa- 
tion, or telepathy. Instead, Mr. Wig- 
gam believes it is due to the fact that 
twins have brains and nervous systems 
much alike throughout. Both the 
Thomson and Fairbanks twins are re- 
ported as saying things simultaneous- 
ty.

Another extraordinary thing of in- 
terest about identical twins which the 
author pointed out is that the right

slip to try to get Jacques,,at about the 
same time that the bomb might be ex- 
pected to blow Goransko to eternity, 
and the reason for this measure was 
not hard to guess.

velop into a Florida-Georgia move- 
ment, he prophecies. He predicts 
that from one-fourth to one-third of 
the people who go to Florida this 
winter will turn back, on account of 


. the difficulty of securing sleeping ac- 


commodations, and also the prices 
charged, and that this returning tide, 
percolating through Georgia, will 
vastly benefit this state. 

‘To attract these people, to keep 
them permanently as citizens, Georgia 


has to do just one thing: Pave its 
roads,’’ declared Mr. Morton, with the 
earnestness of deep conviction. 
“These people are used to sure- 
enough roads. Where they come 
from, the roads are paved. They de- 
mand and simply won’t have any sub- 
Stitutes. The best of sand-clay roads 
is not good enough for them, for they 
simply won’t accept a road that is 
dusty in dry weather and muddy in 
wet weather. These people like our 
soil, they like our climate, they are 
impressed with business opportunities 
in Georgia, but these alone won’t sell 
Georgia to them; they absolutely 
MEMAND roads.” 

Mr. Morton said that a state-wide 
road-paving plan was of Course pre- 
ferable, but if a big state bond issue 
couldn’t be floated at this time he 
thought the counties should individ- 
ually get busy and pave as much as 
possible. The roads will not be paved 
as rapidly by this county-unit plan 
as by a comprehensive state-wide 
pian, but at least a substantial start 


can be made,.and it is extremely im- 
portant that this be done, he pointed 
out. 

The former city commissioner, who 
has given much thought to the sub- 
ject of street paving, said that he had 
revised his ideas relative to road- 
building. His original conviction was 
that the best method of paving was to 

ave a Street or road its entire width, 
ut he is now convinced that the best 
plan is to pave only a narrow area, 
and stretch the paving over as many 
miles as possible: The main thing 
is to get a high mileage of paved 
roads. Then, on the second round, 
the paved area can be widened to the 
full standard width.

She must 
then start at the next hole and count that as 1 and proceed till once more the number of one of the holes agrees 
with the number she has counted. Holes already entered are to be skipped, and if the cat does not make a catch 
the first time around the circle she must go on until she does, Of course, as the holes are numbered only to 21, it is 
clear that if the count goes over 21 the cat has made a wrong start. If you start at the right mouse hole you can 
catch all the mice.
